pꝛetended Inkektments and Titles thereof. in caſe of faylie foꝛeſaid, were declared by Act of Parliament to be 
null and of none avatl, foꝛce no2 effect in themſelves; And that the Nullity thereof ſhould be admitted and re⸗ 
» | ceived in all Judgments by way of exception oz reply, without any Pꝛoceſs, Action oz Declaratoz of Reduction 
to be given thereupon, as the Acts of Parliament by King James the firſt, Parliament firſt, Act 9, And by King 
James the ſixth, Parliament 12. Act 131, Parliament 15. Acts 245, and 262, and other Acts made thereanent 
at moꝛe length bears. And conlidering, that now by the great diſtractions and diſturbances in this Nation, 
many of the Regiſters, Rentals and Rolls of the laid Revenue are loſt, at leaſt foꝛ the pꝛeſent cannot be found, 
whereby a true andperfect Rental, and the condition of the ſaid Revenue cannot be known: The ſaids Judges 
finding it a neceſſary duty to pꝛolecute the Coinmiſſion and Truſt impoſed upon them, to ſearch koꝛ and aſſay all 
A poſſible means foz clearing of, and making up a true and perfect Rental of the ſatd Revenue, And koꝛ giving 
them true Inkoꝛmation of the condition thereof, They do finde no way ſomuch conduceable fo the effectuating 
or the ſame. then to follow and pꝛolecute foꝛth ſuch Rules as hath been fozmerly intended and ozdained by the 
Acts of Parliament above-ſpecified : In conſideration whereof, and in pꝛoſecution of the lame, the ſalds Judges 
do hereby require all and whatſoever Uaſſats, Fewars, Heritoꝛs, Poſſeſſozs, oꝛ any others pꝛetending right to 
any part oꝛ poꝛtion of the fozeſaid Revenue, aſwel Pꝛoperty as Caſualty, Benefices, Biſhopꝛicks, Abayctes, 
Pꝛiories, and others above⸗mentioned, To exhibit and pꝛoduce befoze them, oz to their Clerk, in manner under- 
wꝛitten, all and whatſoever thoſe oziginal Infektments, Rights and Titles, oꝛ other Evidences whereby they 
poſſeſs any of the koꝛeſaids Lands and Benefices granted to them, With all and whatſoever Gꝛants, Gikts, and 
Converſions made and granted by the late King James oz Charles, whereby the Rent of the fozeſatd Land, oz 
any part oꝛ parcel thereof are any wayes burdened, converted, altered, oꝛ diminiſhed ; To the effect, that after 
Inſpection thereof, a perfect Rental of the ſame and particular Clauſes therein contained, may be recozded,con- 
koꝛm tothe fozeſaids Acts of Parliament, And to the effect the ſame may be effectually done, and that the per⸗ 
ſons, afoꝛeſaid, therein concerned, may have time foꝛ exhibiting and pꝛoducing thereof, The ſalds Commiſſioners 
and Judges above-waitten, have Oꝛdained, and hereby Oꝛdains, all the afozeſaids perſons on this ſide of the 
| River of Tay, to pꝛodute in manner foꝛeſaid, betwixt and the firſt day ok April next to come: And thoſe beyond
